Children  are  treated  as  In-Patients  in  the  case  of  Boys  up  to 
the  age  of  Twelve ,  and  of  Girls  up  to  the  age  of  Sixteen.  Boys 
from  Infancy  to  the  age  of  Twelve  years,  and  Girls  to  the  age  of 
Sixteen  years,  may  be  treated  as  Out-Patients. 

No  orders  or  recommendations  are  necessary,  the  suffer¬ 
ing  of  the  child  is  the  title  to  admission.  Patients  are 
admitted  from  any  distance,  on  the  approval  of  the  Receiving 
Medical  Officer,  Children’s  Hospital,  Gloucester,  at  the  hours 
stated  above. 

The  limited  means  of  this  Hospital  make  a  contribution 
towards  cost  of  maintenance  a  necessity  where  Parents  are 
in  a  position  to  afford  it. 

Parents  who  are  contributors  to  the  Gloucester  Royal 
Infirmary  should  send  with  the  Child  at  its  admission  the 
signed  certificate  as  the  Children’s  Hospital  by  an  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Infirmary  agrees  to  take  in  any  cases  the 
latter  desires  to  send. 

When  there  is  not  room  in  the  Hospital  for  all  the 
Patients  recommended  at  one  time,  the  most  urgent  cases 
are  selected  and  admitted  ;  the  other  cases  are  made  Out- 
Patients  or  postponed  till  there  is  a  vacancy.  No  child 
suffering  from  any  infectious  complaint  can  be  received.

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REPORT 


of  the  Committee  of  Management 


1940 


Owing  to  special  circumstances  mainly  due  to  war 
conditions  no  report  was  issued  for  the  year  1940,  and  the 
Committee  now  take  the  opportunity  of  issuing  a  report 
covering  both  1940  and  1941. 

These  two  years  of  war  have  naturally  brought  many 
extra  difficulties  and  anxieties  to  those  responsible  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Hospital,  and  have  added  many  special  war¬ 
time  duties  to  the  work  of  every  member  of  the  Sisterhood 
undertaking  the  management  of  the  Hospital. 

Since  our  last  report  was  issued,  the  Hospital  has  suffered 
the  grievous  loss  by  death  at  the  end  of  1941  of  Mr.  Spencer 
Shelley,  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee  since  1928. 
Mr.  Shelley’s  unselfish  and  untiring  work  on  behalf  of  the 
Hospital  will  always  be  regarded  with  most  affectionate 
remembrance.  His  place  as  Chairman  of  the  committee  and 
as  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Institution  has  been  filled  by 
the  election  of  Col.  J.  H.  Collett,  whose  place  as  Honorary 
Treasurer  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  V.  G.  Mundy  who,  at  the 
invitation  of  the  Committee,  has  kindly  undertaken  to  fill  a 
post  for  which  he  is  particularly  fitted. 

The  Committee  have  also  to  record  their  sorrow  at  the 
sudden  death  in  1940  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Best.  Mr.  Best  had,  dur¬ 
ing  the  few  years  he  was  a  member  of  S.  Lucy’s  Home  Council 
and  the  Hospital  Committee  given  invaluable  service  to  a 
cause  he  had  very  much  at  heart.  We  have  also  to  lament 
the  passing  of  Dr.  Lancelot  Wilkin,  Consulting  Surgeon  to 
the  Hospital  for  very  many  years. 

New  Ward. 

The  most  important  development  during  the  two  years 
has  been  the  opening  of  a  new  ward  for  “toddlers”  by  the 
President  of  the  Gloucester  Rotary  Club  (the  Dean  of 
Gloucester)  on  St.  Lucy’s  Day  1941.  The  new  ward  and  its 
work  were  blessed  by  our  Visitor,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  and  representative  gather¬ 
ing  of  members  of  the  medical  profession  and  other  friends. 
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The  new  ward  provides  14  beds,  and  consists  of  a 
well-constructed  wood  and  steel  building  which  has  stood  in 
the  Hospital  Grounds  for  many  years.  This  has  been  moved 
and  connected  to  the  Hospital  by  a  short  passage-way  also 
giving  access  to  the  verandahs.  It  contains  an  observation 
ward,  ward  kitchen,  bathroom  and  excellent  accommodation 
for  storage  of  linen,  etc. 

1 

The  provision  of  this  admirable  and  necessary  accommoda¬ 
tion  which  increases  the  number  of  beds  practically  by  50% 
will  naturally  cause  an  increase  in  expenditure,  and  friends 
of  the  Hospital  are  asked  to  do  all  they  can  to  find  others 
to  help  them  in  the  splendid  work  they  are  doing  for  the 
Hospital. 

Finance. 

Turning  to  the  accounts,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  1940, 
owing  to  the  rapidly  increasing  cost  of  supplies  and  to  the 
absence  of  any  commensurable  increase  in  revenue,  the 
accounts  showed  a  very  considerable  deficit.  In  1941,  how¬ 
ever,  when  this  position  became  known,  steps  were  taken  to 
amend  it  and  these  and  the  increased  efforts  of  our  many  friends, 
brought,  at  the  end  of  1941  a  much  better  state  of  affairs,  the 
income  for  that  year  practically  equalling  the  expenditure. 

For  example,  the  Board  of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  realising 
that  the  block-grant  made  by  them,  for  those  children  coming 
to  the  Hospital  with  Infirmary  papers,  was  inadequate,  under¬ 
took,  after  representation,  to  make  a  maintenance  grant  per 
capita  and  this  has  led  to  a  definite  increase  in  the  sum 
received  from  them. 

Again,  in  the  spring  of  1941  permission  was  granted  for 
the  holding  of  a  Flag-day  for  the  Hospital  (a  new  departure) 
and  to  all  those  who  helped  make  this  day  such  a  success  we 
express  our  thanks,  as  also  to  the  directors  of  those  firms, 
including  those  of  the  Greyhound  Track,  who  allowed  collec¬ 
tions.  A  1942  Flag-day  has  been  arranged  for  August  22nd. 

The  improved  financial  position  of  1941  was  largely  due 
to  the  efforts  of  our  many  friends,  we  have  specially  to  thank 
the  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Gloucester  War  Charities 
Association  for  generous  grants  ;  to  the  Gloucestershire  Air¬ 
craft  Company  Sports  Club  for  arranging  a  football  match 
which  brought  in  £100  \  to  the  customers  of  the  Market 
House  (Mrs.  Dee)  for  a  special  effort  realising  over  £50. 

The  Committee  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  all  who 
have  helped  so  ungrudgingly  during  these  two  years  of  war, 
especially  to  the  branches  of  the  Women’s  Institutes,  to  those 
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who  send  from  Harvest  Festivals,  and  to  many  other  friends. 
The  Needlework  Guild  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  League  and 
the  Catholic  Needlework  Guild  have  again  supplied  useful 
clothing  and  household  goods  to  the  Hospital.  We  express 
our  gratitude  to  them  and  also  to  the  faithful  and  regular 
members  of  the  Hospital  work  party,  who  quietly  week  by 
week,  keep  us  mended  and  tidy.  Our  thanks  are  also  due  to 
a  group  of  the  St.  Mary  de  Lode  Boy  Scouts  some  of  whom 
come  every  Saturday  to  do  useful  jobs,  and  to  some  of  the 
girls  of  the  Denmark  Road  High  School  who  helped  each 
day  during  the  Christmas  holidays  as  their  “war  effort.” 

At  Christmas,  His  Worship  the  Mayor  and  the  Mayoress 
and  the  Sheriff  and  Mrs.  Boyce  visited  the  Hospital.  In 
spite  of  war  difficulties  the  wards  were  gay  and  toys  plentiful, 
owing  to  the  kindness  of  many  friends.  The  trees  were  sent 
by  Mrs.  Shelley,  and  evergreens  and  flowers  by  Mr.  Mark 
Gambier  Parry. 

Emergency. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  know  that  the  Hospital  is  inclu¬ 
ded  in  the  list  of  Hospitals  under  the  Emergency  Medical 
Services  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Training  of  Nurses. 

During  the  two  years  covered  by  this  report,  eight  nurses 
have  completed  their  course  of  training,  of  whom  five  are 
now  taking  their  general  training  (three  in  London  and  two 
in  the  Provinces)  and  one  has  joined  a  Red  Cross  Unit. 

Medical  Staff. 

Dr.  Hilda  May,  Hon.  Anaesthetist  over  a  long  period  has 
felt  unable  to  continue  her  regular  connection  with  the 
Hospital  owing  to  increasing  pressure  of  work,  but  she  most 
kindly  agreed  to  act  in  emergency  if  needed  at  any  time. 
The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  her  most 
sincerely  for  her  services. 

Dr.  E.  N.  Davey  has  come  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  resignation  of  Dr.  F.  H.  Sprague  and  Dr.  D.  C.  Reavell 
that  of  Dr.  Hilda  May.  Both  are  warmly  welcomed  to  the 
Staff. 

Thanks  for  Honorary  Services. 

The  Committee  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Honorary  Physicians,  Surgeons,  Anaesthetist,  and  Specialists 
for  their  generous  help.  They  wish  to  include  in  this  express¬ 
ion  of  thanks  the  Honorary  Auditors,  Messrs.  Duart-Smith, 
Baker  and  Price.
